HAWSAWI HAS THUS FAR PROVIDED US WITH LITTLE INTEL ON THE HEATHROW 
PLOT OR ITS OPERATIVES. IN FACT, IN LATE MARCH 2 003 HAWSAWI WAS 
QUESTIONED ABOUT FUNDS TRANSFERS AND/OR PAYMENTS MADE TO KSM'S

1. (HEADQUARTERS COMMENT: THE FOLLOWING COMMENTS FROM DETAINEE 
ALI 'ABD AL-((AZIZ)) ALI, AKA AMMAR AL-((BALUCHI)), MAY HAVE BEEN 
MEANT TO INFLUENCE AS WELL AS INFORM. AMMAR ALSO MAY HAVE BEEN 
INTENTIONALLY WITHHOLDING INFORMATION AND EMPLOYING 
COUNTERINTERROGATION TECHNIQUES.) 

2. DURING CUSTODIAL INTERVIEWS CONDUCTED IN MID-JULY 2003, AMMAR 
PROVIDED INFORMATION ON AL-QA'IDA MEMBER ((JAFAR AL-TAYYAR)). AMMAR 
SAID THAT HE FIRST MET JAFAR IN SEPTEMBER 2001. IN QANDAHAR AT THE 
MEDIA COMMITTEE GUESTHOUSE. HE DID NOT REMEMBER EXACTLY HOW HE MET 
HIM, JUST THAT HE WAS ONE OF THE BROTHERS AT THE GUESTHOUSE. HE 
DESCRIBED THEIR FRIENDSHIP AS A NORMAL FRIENDSHIP WHICH MEANS THAT 
THEIR FRIENDSHIP HAD NOTHING TO DO WITH OPERATIONS OR AL-QA'IDA. HE 
SAID THEY DISCUSSED COMPUTERS AND MEDIA, AS THEY WERE BOTH INTERESTED 
IN THESE THINGS. HE SAID THAT IN QANDAHAR THEY WERE NOT THAT CLOSE 
BUT THEY BECAME CLOSER IN JANUARY 2002 WHEN JAFAR CAME TO KARACHI. 
AMMAR OVERSAW SEVERAL HOUSES WHICH ACTED AS SAFEHOUSES FOR BROTHERS 
EVACUATING AFGHANISTAN, AND JAFAR WAS STAYING IN ONE OF THESE HOUSES. 
IT WAS AT IN KARACHI THAT AMMAR LEARNED THAT JAFAR HAD LIVED IN THE 
U.S. FOR A TIME. 

3. IN THE FALL OF 2002 AMMAR HELD JAFAR'S LUGGAGE AND U.S. 
PASSPORT WHEN JAFAR WENT TO ISLAMABAD. THE LUGGAGE CONTAINED 
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PERSONAL ITEMS SUCH AS CLOTHING. ACCORDING TO AMMAR, THE REASON HE 

WAS HOLDING THESE ITEMS WAS SIMPLY THAT JAFAR PLANNED TO RETURN TO 
KARACHI AND DIDN'T WANT TO TAKE THESE THINGS WITH HIM TO ISLAMABAD. 
AMMAR RETURNED THE SUITCASE AND PASSPORT TO JAFAR IN JANUARY 2003. 
THIS WAS THE LAST TIME HE SAW JAFFAR. 

4. AMMAR SAID THAT HE NEVER PROVIDED ANY FALSE DOCUMENTS TO 
JAFAR. JAFAR HAD TOLD HIM THAT HE HAD A FRIEND IN LAHORE WHO COULD 
HELP HIM GET FALSE DOCUMENTS IF NECESSARY. AMMAR DID NOT KNOW THE 
IDENTITY OF THIS FRIEND IN LAHORE. 

5. AMMAR SAID THAT HE DID NOT THINK KHALID SHAYKH MOHAMMAD 
(KSM) INTENDED TO USE JAFAR IN ANY OPERATIONS, EVEN THOUGH JAFAR'S 
U.S. PASSPORT WOULD, ONE WOULD THINK, MAKE HIM A VALUABLE OPERATIVE. 
AMMAR SAID THIS WAS PROBABLY BECAUSE JAFFAR WAS NOT ESPECIALLY 
INTELLIGENT OR STRONG AND PERHAPS KSM DID NOT THINK HE WAS SUITABLE 
FOR ANYTHING EXCEPT THE MEDIA WORK WHICH HE WAS ALREADY DOING. AMMAR 
SAID THAT IF KSM HAD PLANNED TO USE JAFAR IN AN OPERATION, HE WOULD 
HAVE HAD AMMAR MAKE SOME ARRANGEMENTS FOR HIM, SUCH AS OBTAINING 
FALSE DOCUMENTS OR MAKING TRAVEL ARRANGEMENTS, AND KSM HAD NEVER DONE 
SO. ALSO, JAFAR WOULD HAVE BEEN BUSY TRAINING AND PREPARING FOR THE 
OPERATION, IF HE WERE INVOLVED IN ONE, BUT INSTEAD JAFAR WAS IN 
KARACHI FOR A YEAR NOT DOING MUCH OF ANYTHING. AMMAR SAID THAT KSM 
KEPT THINGS COMPARTMENTED, SO IT WAS POSSIBLE HE HAD SOMETHING 
PLANNED FOR JAFAR AND DID NOT TELL AMMAR, BUT HE DID NOT THINK THIS 
WAS THE CASE. 

6. AMMAR SAID THAT JAFAR LEFT KARACHI AFTER KSM WAS ARRESTED, 
AND HE DID NOT KNOW WHERE HE WAS CURRENTLY LOCATED. HE WAS UNAWARE OF 
ANYONE WHO MIGHT KNOW WHERE JAFAR WAS, AS, HE DID NOT THINK THAT JAFAR 
WAS ESPECIALLY CLOSE TO ANYONE. HE DID NOT THINK JAFAR WOULD GO TO 
THE TRIBAL AREAS AS JAFAR HAD ONCE SAID THAT THIS WAS WHERE THE U.S. 
WOULD EXPECT AL-QA'IDA MEMBERS TO GO. AMMAR SPECULATED THAT PERHAPS 
JAFAR WENT TO LAHORE, WHERE’HE HAD A FRIEND. 

7. AMMAR SAID THAT JAFAR HAD TAUGHT A TRAINING COURSE IN 
ELECTRONIC TIMERS TO FELLOW AL-QA'IDA MEMBERS MAJID KHAN AND MANSOUR 
KHAN IN KARACHI. KSM HAD ASKED MANSOUR TO BRING MAJID TO THE CLASS. 
AMMAR DID NOT THINK THERE WAS A CLOSE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN MAJID KHAN 
AND JAFAR. JAFAR TAUGHT HIM THE COURSE AND THAT WAS PROBABLY THE 
EXTENT OF THE RELATIONSHIP. AMMAR POINTED OUT THAT THE COURSE WAS 

RATHER ROUTINE AND NOT GEARED TOWARDS A SPECIFIC OPERATION.
